Various  attendants  are  grouped  in 
the  background  ;  and  near  the  Virgin  and  the  Ethiop  king  is  seen  the 
figure  of  St.  Joseph  clad  in  red,  with  the  ass  and  the  ox  in  stalls  behind 
him.  In  the  background  are  scenes  from  the  life  of  the  Virgin — namely, 
the  Annunciation,  the  Salutation,  the  Nativity,  the  Presentation  in  the 
Temple,  and  the  flight  into  Egypt. 

On  either  side  of  the  picture  are  the  kneeling  figures  of  the  male  and  female 
donor.  The  male  donor,  on  the  1.,  is  Jean  d'Orleans  Longucville,  Arch- 
bishop of  Toulouse  and  Abbot  of  Bee,  who  died  in  1533  ;  he  is  represented 
as  a  tonsured  monk  clad  in  a  grey  habit,  and  kneels  with  his  hands  joined 
in  praj^er  at  a  red-covered  table,  on  which  lies  an  open  book ;  on  the  cover 
of  the  table  are  embroidered  his  coat-of-arms ;  behind  liim  stands  his  patron 
saint,  St.  Philip,  holding  a  golden  cross  on  a  high  staff;  near  them  are  a 
cat  and  a  mouse.  The  female  donor,  on  the  r.,  is  his  sister-in-law,  Joanna 
of  Baden-Hochberg,  heiress  of  Keufchatel  and  Rothelin,  who  married 
Louis  I.,  Duke  of  Longuevillc,  and  was  left  a  widow  in  1515;  she  is  clad 
in  red,  and  kneels  at  a  green-covered  table,  on  which  lies  an  open  book  ; 
on  the  cover  of  the  table  are  embroidered  her  coat-of-arms  as  a  widow ; 
her  patron  saint,  St.  Catherine,  holding  up  a  wheel,  stands  near,  and 
behind  her  kneels  her  daughter,  with  a  bird  on  her  sleeve;  close  to  her  is  a 
chained  monkey. 

The  names  of  two  of  the  kings  are  inscribed — that  of  Jasper  on  the  border  of 
his  robe  and  on  his  hat,  which  lies  on  the  ground,  and  the  first  two  letters 
of  Balthazar's  are  repeated  on  the  border  of  his  robe ;  Melchior's  name  does 
not  appear.
